Large Pump of Village 
Water System Breaks; 
Expect Repair Friday 

Experts Do Not Believe That 

Water Level in General 

Is Lowered Here 



The large pump of the Antioch 
water system" Is being repaired af- 
ter a breakdown last Friday. 

The water superintendent, Walter 
I. Scott, said that ho hoped to have 
the large pump in operation by Fri- 
day night. The engineers did not 
work on the pump yesterday as ho 
expected them to do. 

Two pump experts from the J. 
D. Miller Co., Milwaukee, pulled 
the pump and casing Tuesday and 
discovered that the shaft bearing 
the bolls was bent and the pump in 
general "shot". 

New parts with the lowering of 
the bolls 15 feet and the casing 30 
feet put the pump in good condition 
again. 

Greater use of water is said to 
have lowered the level to the point 
that the bolls were operating out- 
side the water which lubricates 
them. The result was a runaway 
pump and damage. 

The pump was down 126 of the 
226 foot depth of the well. It still 
has far to go to touch bottom even 
though lowered at this time. 

The pump experts do not believe 
that the water level of the area is 
dropping, although increased popu- 
lation draws more heavily on the 
amount now in the ground. They 
cite as their reason the height of 
the water in the lakes fed by 
springs. 

Millburn in the last two years 
has had water difficulties and it 
has been necessary to redrill 11 
wells. 

The pump in the Antioch system 
was fixed temporarily Saturday, 
but the burden of the system was 
borne mostly by the small pump 
over the weekend.

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Growing More Meat 

According to an article in the Farm Journal, 
"Over the U. S., just about everybody is beginning to 
grow more meat. It's a spectacular shift In American 
agriculture." 

Various causes are responsible. There is a hevay 

surplus of grain on hand, and storage facilities may 

■become inadequate. Also, meat promises a good profit 

and a man produces things when he can sec a chance 

to earn something for his labor and investment. 

Increased meat output won't be seen all at 
once. It takes a long time to increase the cattle popula- j 
tion, and substantial periods of time for other animals. 
In meat production, natural laws govern, and no one 
has found a way around them. However, as the months 
wear on, the amount of meat available to each con- 
sumer will grow steadily larger. 

This will undoubtedly have a salutory effect on 
the national health. Recent developments in dietetics ( 
indicate that the average person consumes much less 
protein than he needs for maximum vitality, morale 
and alertness. Meat is man's favorite protein food. 
One eminent medical authority believes that the su- 
periority of American soldiers in the last war was 
largely due to the fact that their diet had a greater 
protein content than was given the troops of other 
nations. So meat production has a definite bearing on 
our physical well-being as a people.

Who Gets The Lion's Share? 

The idea still seems to-be prevalent that the 
owners of industry get the big rewards— while the 
workers get the crumbs. 

That is one of the worst possible misconcep- 
tions. And it is a good sign that industry is now 
working to correct it, by releasing simplified balance 



sheets showing the actual financial experience ot 
typical enterprises. 

A revealing example concerns the nation's 
largest steel company, which has been in business 
for 47 years. In that time it has had a total gross in- 
come of $44,000,000,000. 

Here, on a percentage basis, is what happened 
to that huge sum of money. 

Payments to other companies for goods and ser- 
vices—much of which went out in payrolls— took 
37.2 percent. 

Depreciation of equipment— worn-out tools- 
required 0.7 per cent. 

The government, through taxes, recived 6.4 
per cent. 

The owners of the business — the stockholders 
who put up the money that made the company and 
its employment possible — received 8.3 per cent. 

Further, not all of that 8.3 per cent went to 
the owners in cash. About a third of it had to be 
set aside to buy new tools that would be needed. * 

The point is clear. Capital — which simply means 
the accumulated savings of millions of people, most 
of them with moderate means — works for a modest 
wage, generally the smallest share of the company's 
earnings.

Seeding Dates for Wheat 
Announced by Nicholas 
Lake Co. Farm Adviser 

Grayslake — Farm Bureau Adviser 
Bay T. Nicholas said that he has 
been advised by the Illinois depart- 
ment of agriculture that in Lake 
county Sept. 17 to 20 will be the 
best seeding date for winter wheat. 

The four days are regarded as the 
period in which the seed in this 
area will find best conditions for 
grow.tn and be free of destructive 
agencies. 

Oats this year was much poorer 
than usual, and is not averaging 
more than 50 to 60 bushels an acre, 
Nicholas said. He said that at the 
seed test plot at the Huebsch farm 
near Mundelein oats last- year aver, 
aged 42 pounds to the bushel but 
this year is not more than 32 pounds. 

"Harvesting was difficult this 
year," Nicholas said. "The humid 
weather despite trie fact that tem- 
peratures were high made for poor 
harvesting and in many 'places oats 
was beaten down by the rain." . 

Corn and soybeans in Lake'coun- 
ty arc excellent this year. The corn 
is in the beginning of the hardening 
stage, and in the next two weeks 
will be practically made. Soybeans, 
like the corn, benefited from the 
unusual moisture and- the crop has 
prospects of being a large one.

The first was a frigate 
launched on May 10, 1797, and 
nnmed tho United States by 
President George Washington. 

The keel of the now United 
States will be laid at Newport 
News. Va., according to the lat- 
est. Navy estimate. It is expected 
that it will cost about 152 million 
dollars. 

In revealing the choice of 
names, tho White House said the 
"super-carrier" would bo 
equipped with "the most ad- 
vanced armament of her time," 
and the "latest type carrier 
planes available" would fly from 
her deck.
